HARRIET  FORDYCE 

(Wiesner-Kell.  '40)  An  "enormous  white  having  an  opalescent  sheen 
of  silvery  blue."  It's  a  giant  opalescent  blue  white  from  Gudrun 
x  Osceola,  as  if  one  contained  the  other.  The  straight  petallage 
has  the  same  delicate  and  very  satisfying  crinkling  as  does  Osceola. 
This  iris  also  gives  to  us  all  the  fine  qualities  of  size,  height,  propor¬ 
tion,  substance,  texture,  stalk,  growth,  and  hardiness  that  are  so 
well  known  in  Mr.  Wiesner's  iris.  42".  $15.00 

SHANNOPIN 

(Pillow-Kell.  '40)  This  arresting  flower,  because  of  the  crisp  clarity 
and  pleasing  contrast  of  its  standards  and  falls,  brought  unending 
joy  to  us  and  all  our  garden  visitors  this  past  season.  The  broad, 
clear  cream,  ruffled  standards  overlap;  the  cream  falls  are  heavily 
flushed  with  pink;  the  fairly  wide  hafts,  yellow  which  extends  rather 
far  down  on  the  falls,  are  neatly  veined  with  gold.  The  large  rounded 
flowers  possess  excellent  proportion,  smooth  texture,  and  good 
substance.  It  flowers  on  a  fine,  strong,  low  branched,  42  inch  stalk; 
midseason  to  late.  It  is  a  superb  grower  and  bloomer;  is  very  hardy 
and  has  beautiful  foliage.  $15.00 


RADIOBEAM 

(Kell.  '40)  Don't  you  know  what  a  radiobeam  is?  Well,  in  this  case 
we  broadcast  it  as  the  finest  blend  of  the  year.  A  buff-yellow  in  tone, 
made  beamingly  alive  by  a  delicate  flush  of  violet  on  the  falls,  as  well 
as  by  the  distinctly  orange  beard,  with  a  background,  far  inside  the. 
throat,  of  chestnut  venations.  The  excellently  proportioned  bloom, 
with  rounded  standards  and  semi-flaring  falls,  has  smooth  very 
heavy  substance,  and  a  slight  fragrance.  The  sturdy  stalk  is  very 
low  and  widely  branched;  growth  is  rapid,  and  other  qualities  all 
desirable.  The  full  standards  are  of  yellow  buff,  the  yellow  intensify¬ 
ing  at  the  edges.  The  falls  have  a  broad  haft  with  high  shoulders 
and  a  nice  upturn  towards  the  tips,  with  a  small  crest  at  the  end 
of  the  beard.

WILD  ORCHID 

(Kell.  '40)  An  orchid,  easily  grown  in  the  garden!  In  color,  a  self, 
just  matching  the  shade  named  Wild  Orchid,  in  the  color  chart.  The 
flower,  with  rounded  standards  and  flaring  falls,  is  of  superb  sub¬ 
stance  and  smooth  texture.  The  shoulders  of  the  falls  carry  a  copper 
flush  and  a  hint  of  violet  under  the  yellow  beard.  The  stalk  is  heavy, 
with  fairly  wide  branching.  Growth  is  rapid,  flowering  habit  and 
hardiness  very  fine.

Standards  —  the  three  upper  petals  of  the  flower. 

Falls  —  the  three  lower  petals.  HORIZONTAL  —  the  falls  held  straight  out.  DROOPING  or  STRAIGHT-HANGING  —  the 

falls  straight  down.  FLARING  and  SEMI-FLARING  —  falls  between  horizontal  and  drooping. 

Beard  —  the  hairs  on  the  falls,  running  into  the  heart  of  the  flower. 

Haft  —  that  portion  of  the  fall  forming  the  center  of  the  flower ;  may  be  wide  or  narrow. 

Colors  —  SELF  —  one  color  all  over  the  petals.  BICOLOR  —  in  the  iris  dialect,  means  two  shades  of  the  same  color.  VARIE- 

GATA  —  yellow  standards  with  red  or  brown  falls.  AMOENA  —  light  standards,  usually  white  or  pale  blue, 
with  deeper  falls,  edged  lighter.  PLICATA  —  formerly,  a  white  ground,  stitched  or  sanded  with  blue  or  pink ; 
now,  it  may  be  a  yellow  ground,  flushed  or  dotted  with  brown  or  lavender. 


Texture  —  sheen  or  finish  of  the  petals. 

Substance  —  thickness  of  the  petals. 

Awards  —  H.M.  —  Honorable  Mention  given  by  the  American  Iris  Society.  The  first  recognition  given  a  new  iris  of 
outstanding  qualities,  after  the  iris  has  been  named. 

A.M.  —  Award  of  Merit  given  by  the  American  Iris  Society.  The  second  mark  of  distinction.  An  iris  must  have 
received  an  H.M.,  to  be  eligible  for  an  A.M. 


DYKES’  MEDAL  —  the  highest  praise  that  an  iris  can  receive ;  only  one  Medal  is  granted  each  year  in  the 
States,  in  France  and  in  England.

'36)  Rich  brown  standards  and  velvety  smooth 
maroon  falls,  with  a  soft  brown  margin,  are  lighted  by  an  orange 
beard.

'39)  In  your  dress  of  decidedly  pink  effect 
flushed  with  golden  brown  you  are  distinctive.  You  show 
yourself  often  and  why  not!

Purplish  black  throughout,  the  rich  indigo  is 
slightly  intensified  in  the  velvety  falls  —  a  beauty  indeed,  of  charm¬ 
ing  rounded  form  and  medium  height.  30".  35* 

BLACK  VALOR  (Nich.  '38)  Here's  Valor  in  Black!  It  is  the  deepest 
blue-black  self,  with  a  blackish  beard,  domed  standards  and  widely 
flaring,  circular,  velvety  falls.  The  flower  is  large,  of  heavy  substance, 
and  on  a  widely  branched  stalk.

BLACK  WINGS  (Kirk.  '34)  Noble  son  of  a  worthy  father.  35* 

BLITHESOME  (Conn.  '33)  Creamy  white  with  a  golden  suffusion 
on  the  falls  make  this  large,  heavy  substanced  flower  irresistible. 
The  well  rounded  petals  are  perfectly  poised  on  strong  stems.

BLUE  BANNER  (Kirk.  '29)  This  startling  two  toned  blue  banner  is 
run  up  on  high  late  in  the  season,  ■ —  most  pleasing  and  a  favorite.

BLUE  DIAMOND  (Nic.  '38)  A  real  diamond  has  come  to  our 
gardens  in  the  form  of  domed  standards  and  flaring  falls,  that  sparkle 
a  light  blue  in  their  natural  setting,  on  low  widely  branched  stalks.

BLUE  DUSK  (Reib.  '36)  Blue  dusk  and  shadows  fall  in  the  clear 
western  sky  —  and  lo!  we  have  our  iris!  The  standards  are  satiny, 
the  falls  velvety,  and  the  blue  beard  enhances  the  dusky  blue 
tonality  of  this  large,  well  formed  flower.

BLUE  PETER  (White  '36)  A  flag  of  very  deep  prune  purple,  with 
a  black  flush  over  all  —  a  suede  finish  above,  velvety  below.  It 
waves  on  high  in  our  garden  and  it  calls  us  with  its  rich,  vital  colors. 
The  falls  and  standards  are  long  and  graceful.  40".  $1.00 

BLUE  SPIRE  (Mill.  '38)  A  clean,  clear,  medium  blue  self,  with  a 
sparkling  texture.  This  spire  is  large,  beautifully  shaped,  tall,  and  a 
sight  to  behold!

BOULDERADO  (And.  '37)  A  clean  fresh  blend  of  rosy  tan  stand¬ 
ards  and  deeper  old  rose  falls,  overlaid  with  tan.  The  flowers  are 
large,  flaring,  and  most  enchanting.  42".  $1.50 


BRIDAL  VEIL  (Mitch.  '36)  No  blush  mars  the  pure  white  of  this 
flower;  only  a  slight  yellow  tinge  at  the  edges  of  the  haft  and  on  the 
style  arms  makes  the  white  seem  clearer,  more  refreshing.  The 
shape  of  the  flower  is  first-rate  with  wide  flaring  falls  and  nicely 
rounded  standards.  Excellent  habits  of  growth.  $1.75 

BRONZINO  (Salb.  '37)  The  frosty  golden  bronze  standards  and 
rich  coppery  bronze  falls  on  this  large,  full  flower  make  it  appear  as 
if  molded  of  bronze  with  its  sturdiness  and  dignity  of  placement. 
Only  the  perfection  in  structure  and  liveliness  of  color  distinguish  it 
from  a  statue.

BRUNHILDE  (Salb.  '34)  The  fame  of  this  queen  of  the  dark  blues, 
wrapt  in  robes  of  exquisite  satiny  texture  and  of  unmarred  clarity,  is 
spreading  with  rapidity  among  the  noble  iris  enthusiasts.  A  deep, 
rich  blue  beard  adds  to  the  perfect  harmony  of  the  flaring  falls  and 
domed  standards.

BURNING  BRONZE  (Ayres  '34)  Our  first  love  for  this  bronze  red 
iris  still  burns  brightly.  The  metallic  sheen  gives  such  variable 
lively  colors  to  the  adpressed  standards  and  semi-flaring  falls.

BUTTERSCOTCH  (Dol.  '39)  "A  new  color  tone  that  suggested  its 
name.  A  tan  self  with  some  veining;  brownish  orange  beard.  Grows 
well  and  increases  rapidly."

BYZANTIUM  (Ayres  '33)  This  tan  brown  flower,  flushed  iridescent 
blue  on  the  falls  and  sprinkled  with  gold  dust  over  all,  is  a  lovely 
iris  for  35c.  34".  35* 

CABALLERO  (Nic.  '35)  "A  gay  Caballero"  —  cheerful  with  his 
blouse  of  red  lavender  and  his  pantaloons  rosy  red  with  a  satiny 
sheen.  38".  50* 

CADETOU  (Cay.  '35)  A  variegata  with  standards  honey  yellow, 
tinted  bronze;  falls  garnet  red,  widely  edged  with  bronzy  gold.  The 
semi-flaring  falls  are  exceptionally  wide,  harmonizing  perfectly  with 
the  wide  fluted  standards.  42".  $3.00 

CADMIA  (Ware.  '34)  This  gracious  and  lovely  primrose  yellow  iris 
has  pep  and  perkiness  in  its  upright  poise.  30".  35* 

CAFE  AU  LAIT  (Gra.  '38)  Partake  with  us  of  Cafe  au  Lait  and 
enjoy  this  lovely  blend  of  soft  creamy  tan  with  shadings  of  orange 
and  gold.  40".  H.M.  '37.  $8.00 

CALCUTTA  (Klein.  '38)  A  soft  cocoa  brown  blend,  its  falls  over¬ 
laid  with  blue,  flecked  with  gold.  Twelve  blooms  are  securely  car¬

CALIFORNIA  GOLD  (M  .M.  '33)  If  you  desire  a  warm,  rich,  intense 
color  in  your  garden  we  recommend  California  Gold.  Introduced  7 
years  ago  we  find  that  today  this  orange  yellow  self  stands  tall  and 
unrivalled  for  depth  of  tone  among  all  iris  of  the  lower  price  range.

CALIGULA  (Cay.  '37)  A  brilliant  rich,  rosy  amaranth  red  covers 
the  falls,  the  haft  being  widely  lined  with  red  and  yellow.  The 
standards  are  well  rounded,  arched  and  of  a  light  rose-pink  with  a 
shading  of  orange  gold.  An  orange  beard  adds  color  to  the  bright 
throat.  36".  $8.00 

CAMEROUN  (Cay.  '38)  This  huge  flower  has  violet  standards  and 
wide  velvety  black  falls.  Certificate  of  merit  of  the  National 
Horticulture  Society  of  France,  1938.  36".  $10.00 

CAPRI  (Schr.  '36)  Bask  in  the  sun  of  the  Isle  of  Capri  and  enjoy 
this  warm  heavy  yellow,  with  its  fascinating  overcast  of  taffy-gold  on 
the  flaring  falls.

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CARVED  IVORY  (Essig  '37)  As  ivory  mellowed  with  age,  thus  ap¬ 
pears  this  creamy  thick  petalled  flower  carved  with  greatest  pre¬ 
cision  out  of  exceedingly  firm  pebbled  material.

CASQUE  D'OR  (J.  Sass  '37)  The  tone  of  this  variegata  reaches  a 
new  depth  in  the  velvety  black  maroon  falls  margined  with  a  narrow 
band  of  the  rich  old  gold  of  the  standards.

WHY  —  grow  Day  Lilies?  No  one  should  overlook  the  new  colorful  bells,  yellow  bells  of  cheer  and  peace 
which  Nature  has  given  us  to  luminate  our  gardens  all  summer  long  from  late  May  until  early  Sep¬ 
tember.  Nature  has  let  us  hybridize  these  and  add  newer  pink  and  rosy  bells,  wine  and  purple  bells; 
why,  even  red  bells  have  been  added  to  those  of  golden  hue.  And  Nature  has  produced  some  of  these 
funnel-shaped  flowers  on  stalks  so  tall  that  we  must  reach  up  to  touch  them  and  some  so  small  that 
even  a  tiny  baby  might  smile  into  their  very  open  hearts.  And  Nature  has  added  to  all  these  a  remark¬ 
able  hardiness  of  growth  and  an  unusual  freedom  from  disease  and  plant  pests. 

HOW  —  grow  them?  Plant  in  a  hole  large  enough  to  accommodate  the  bushy  roots  spread  almost 
flat  and  allow  2"  of  dirt  on  the  stalk. 

WHERE — Nature  asks  no  special  boon  for  their  soil  as  you  may  well  know  from  those  tremendous  clumps 
which  have  flourished  along  our  country  roadsides.  Although  decayed  cow  manure  may  be  added  to 
advantage  to  the  soil  that  is  not  rich,  but  light  and  sandy.  Plant  in  full  sun  or  partial  shade. 

WHEN  —  to  transplant?  This  can  be  done  anytime,  altho  preferably  in  the  spring  or  fall.  Keep  them 
watered  if  planted  in  the  dry  heat  of  mid-summer.
